When a Justice of the Peace is on 24 hour 


c-all during the weekend, is he required to 
come out on a felony theft complaint? 


Justices of the Peace are not specifically 


required to come to the scene of a felony 
theft 
complaint, 
according 
to Peace 


Justice G. W. O'Neal, but the policy in 
Navarro County is that the JP on call goes 
to the scene of all felony complaints. 


"On any felony complaint, the JP on call 


will go to the scene to hold an inquest and 
issue the necessary warrants," O'Neal 
explained. 


Referring to a recent issue of a Dallas 


paper, which stated that the Supreme 
Court has ruled that it is unconstitutional 
to charge school tax to property, will the 
district keep collecting school tax in 
Corsicana? If we are billed for it and pay 
it, will we be violating a federal law? 


There has been no Supreme Court ruling 


such as you mention. If there had, almost 
every school district in the nation today 
would find themselves with no money to 
operate. 


The only ruling Action Line could find 


that you might have read about came as an 
opinion from the Texas Supreme Court 
concerning one specific case involving 
rural taxation by a school district. 


Stemming from the case Gragg vs. 


Cayuga Independent School district, the 6- 
3 decision stated that "a landowner 
seeking the agricultural use designation 
and 
assessment 
can 
qualify 
by 


discharging his burden of timely showing 
... that his land is designated for 
agricultural use ... without showing that 
his agricultural business occupies more 
than 50 per cent of his time or accounts for 
more than 50 per cent of his gross income 
for the relevant years. 


"It is sufficient," the ruling continues, 


"if the landowner shows that he devotes a 
greater amount of time to his agricultural 
business than to any other occupation or 
businesses and that he receives more 
gross 
income from 
his 
agricultural 


business than from any other occupation 
or business." 


What that apparently means is that if a 


farmer or rancher also owns another 
business or businesses, he can still receive 
the agricultural exemption if he can show 
that his gross income from agriculture is 
greater than from any other businesses. 


From that, you are still in violation of 


the law if you don't pay your school taxes. 


My son recently got a mini-bike for his 


birthday, and I would like to know what the 
law is regarding licensing for riding on a 
city street. 


In order for a mini-bike to be licensed to 


be ridden on a street, the bike must pass a 
Department of Public Safety inspection 
iust as any other vehicle. If it doesn't have 
J 
w 


such an inspection sticker, it can't be 
ridden on the street. 


Your son must also have an operator's 


license to ride the bike un a street. He must 
be 15 years of age or older, and take the 
regular DPS test. If he is between 15 and 17 
years old, he can ride only a bike with an 
engine displacement of 200 cubic inches or 
less. Once lie is 18, he can drive any size 
licensed motor bike if he has a license, 


Of course, he can now ride the bike on 


private property, if he lias permission of 
the owner.

new dog ordinance, but when 
commission members asked for 
inclusion of cats, it became 
apparent a 
new 
ordinance 


would be needed since the 
present dog ordinance doesn't 
include cats. 


Under the new dog ordinance, 


dog owners redeeming im- 
pounded pets will pay $2.50 for 
redemption plus $1 for each day 
the dog has been impounded. 


Formerly, the standard fee 


was $2 for redemption and $1 
per day. 


A new part of the ordinance 


ups the .redemption fee to iS £oc 
the second offense and $10 for 
the third and subsequent of- 
fenses. In each of these cases 
the per day charge remains at 
$1. 


Furthermore, owners of two- 


time offenders can be issued 
citations by the police depart- 
ment and such citations are 


mandatory beginning with the 
third offense.

present in asking City Attorney

Navarro County Sheriff Jerry 


Shelton says he plans to close 
his departmental bank account, 
having been advised by state 
officials that the account is 
legal but not advisable, and by 
local auditors that it is not 
advisable. 


Funds from the account have 


been used to buy items ranging 
from flowers for employes to 
Christmas 
greeting 
ad- 


vertisements to sub-machine 
guns, all without the approval of 
county commissioners. Shelton 
says that the money so spent is 
not county money and does not 
require approval. 


Having such an account does 


not follow the written recom- 
mendations furnished the press 
by the auditors who conducted a 
limited review of county books 
in 1974. The auditors recom- 
mended 
that 
departmental 


accounts be closed out and that 
clearing 
accounts 
be 


established in the treasurer's 
office with the money collected 
on a daily basis. 


SHELTON SAYS, however, 


that the firm — Lane, Gorman 
& Co. — agreed that he should 
keep his account open. The 
main auditor who worked on the 
Navarro County records for 
Lane, Gorman said Thursday 
that he couldn't 
remember 


whether he had made such a 
recommendation or not. 


The sheriff's account handles 


money paid to the department 
in fines and sheriff's sales. It 
holds the money in trust until it 
is paid out to the correct person 
or agency or until the sheriff 
spends the portion of it he 
considers 
to 
be 
employe 


benefits and not county money. 
STielton said tnat ine account 


was opened before he became 
sheriff and that it is no different 
than the accounts other county 
offices had at that time. 


The county consolidated the 


50 to 60 accounts except for the 
sheriff's account and placed 
them under the supervision of 
the treasurer's 
office 
after 


Lane, Gorman recommended it. 


"LANE, GORMAN and Co. 


saw that it wasn't practical to 
close 
the 
sheriff's 
account 


because transactions are made 
all the time," Shelton said. He 
said that since the department 
works on a seven-day week, 
transactions can occur when the 
treasurer's office is closed. 


The report said that detailed 


information on the distribution 
of such monies in the account 
would be the responsibility of 
the officeholder, but the fiscal 
responsibility would rest with 
the treasurer. 


Robert Gump of Lane Gor- 


man and Co. said Thursday 
morning that he could not 
remember 
if 
a 
specific 


recommendation was made to 
allow the sheriff's department 
to retain its bank account. 
Gump said that he would have 
to go back to his records and 
talk to the people involved to 
recall if he recommended the 
fund be allowed to remain. 


THE BANK account holds 


money 
in trust 
for 
other 


governmental agencies, fines 
paid to the sheriff's depart- 
ment, money from 
sheriff's 


sales, fines paid on out-of- 
county 
or 
out-of-state 


judgments and payment to the 
department for serving civil 
papers are deposited in the 
account. The money is then 
disbursed to the correct in- 
dividual, 
law 
enforcement 


agency or governmental agency 
with a check from the account. 


Shelton says that money 


belonging to Navarro County is 
handed over to the county once 
per month. 


The checks for the bank ac- 


count are personalized with the 
name 
or 
"Jerry 
Shelton, 


Sheriff" and a box number. 
Nowhere on the check does it 
say Navarro County Sheriff's 
Department. 


Shelton said that office deputy 


Frances Smith 
handled the 


account before she left the 
department and had authority 
to sign the checks. Shelton and 


Chief Deputy Jim Hodge now 
are the only persons in the 
department authorized to sign 


THE ACCOUNT is with State 


National Bank. The 
official 


county 
depository is First 


National Bank. 


Shelton said that he contacted 


the Attorney General's office, 
State 
and 
County 
Affairs 


Division, 
Wednesday 
after 


outside auditors working for 
Phil DeFranco and who are 
presently auditing the county, 
pointed out that they felt the 
fund should be placed in the 
treasurer's office. 


He said that John Reeves of 


the Attorney General's office 
told him that the account should 
be closed and the money han- 
dled by the revolving trust fund 
in the treasurer's office. 


Reeves, when contacted by 


the Daily Sun Thursday mor- 
ning, said that Shelton had 
asked him how to keep track of 
the money and he had advised 
him to start putting the money 
in the treasurer's office. 


He said that as long as there 


was no misuse of funds, the use 
of the private bank account is 
legal. He added, however, that 
as; a practical matter, Jerry 
Shelton could be held respon- 
sible for the money and that it 
would be advisable to hand the 
money over to the treasurer's 
office. 


REEVES SAID that he felt 


that 
the 
checks 
being in 


Shelton's name is not proper, 
but as long as there was no 
misuse of funds, it was legal. 


"The money should be in the 


county depository as a practical 
matter," Reeves said. 


Shelton said that he will place 


the money in the treasurer's 
office and close the aheriit's 
tlepartment'accoxmt. He's&ld he 
will keep books on the tran- 
sactions in his office and will 
send a written order to the 
treasurer's office to write a 
check. 


"I will close the account and 


turn it over to the county 
treasurer. That suits me just 
fine," Shelton said. 


Sheriff's fund buys everything from flowers to guns 


The Navarro County Sheriff's 


Department has been using 
revenue from soft drink and 
candy machines in the jail to 
fund an employe benefit fund 
and depositing the money in an 
account 
containing 
fines 


collected by the department. 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton has 


announced that the bank ac- 
count will be closed on the 
recommendation 
of 
the 


Attorney General's office and 
several auditors, but says that 
the money from the machines 
will still be used for employe 
benefits. 


In a period from May, 1975, to 


July 
1976, checks 
totaling 


$440.30 have been written on the 
account for such things as 
flowers, gifts, shirts, 
badge 


holders, emblems for uniforms, 
Christmas greetings in local 
newspapers and guns. 


Shelton said that the fund is 


used for the benefit of the 
department. He said that it is 
used to buy flowers for em- 
ployes or their families when 
there is a sickness or a death. 


HE SAYS that the vending 


machines were put in the jail at 
no expense to the county and 
bring in only a small amount 
per month. Shelton said that if 
$440 was spent on flowers and 
other 
miscellaneous 
items 


between May, 1975, and July, 
1976, then perhaps there was 
money in the fund which had 
built up over the years, plus the 
money coming in from 
the 


machines. 


Two Tompson sub-machine 


guns were purchased out of the 
fund. The machine guns cost a 
total of $330 and were purchased 
from Interarms on March 26, 
1976. 


Shelton said that he paid for 


the machine guns out of his own 
pocket with two checks for $165 
each. He said he did not have 
the money in his budget to pay 
for the guns and that they were 
being sold at a bargain. 


SHELTON SAID the reason 


the guns were purchased with a 
check from the fund is that it is 
illegal for a private citizen to 
own a machine gun or for an 
arms company to ship any sort 
of gun to a private citizen. 


He said that the guns belong 


to the Sheriff's Department and 
that they are valued at $550 
apiece. 


Commenting on the fact that 


the guns are not on the county 
inventory, Shelton said that 
they should be placed on the 
inventory and that was the job 
of the County Auditor. 


Shelton said that the guns 


were needed, despite the fact 


that the sheriff's department 
already 
owns 
two 
other 


machine guns, to allow the 
department to have the fire 
power if it is needed. 


He said that if his men were 


going up against an automatic 
weapon the guns would be 
needed to protect them. 


"THEY ARE useless until 


they are needed," he said. "I 
wouldn't allow my people to get 
in a situation and come under 
automatic weapon fire and we 
weren't able to at least main- 
tain equal fire power," Shelton 
said. 


Shelton was very hesitant to 


say where the guns were being 
stored. He said that there might 
be an attempt to steal them if 
their location were known. He 
said that the guns were in 
locations where a deputy could 
get to them when they are 


needed. 


County Auditor Bill Smith 


said that, according to the 
Attorney General's office the 
money from the soft drink and 
candy machines in the jail could 
be used for the employes or the 
prisoners. 


SMITH SAID that the revenue 


from the soft drink and candy 
machines inside the courthouse 
is placed in the general fund 
because the machines are run 
by the county. 


Shelton checked with the 


attorney general's office about 
the fund. (See separate story.) 
He said that the Attorney 
General's office said there was 
no opinion on file regarding the 
employe benefit funds. He said 
that he was told that the funds 
did not have to be deposited in 
the general fund. Shelton said 
that he will probably take the 
money and put it in an employe 


benefit fund unless there is an 
attorney 
generals's 
opinion 


saying otherwise. 


John Reeves of the attorney 


general's office told the Daily 
Sun Thursday that the revenue 
from the machines could go to 
the employes if the machines 
were placed in the jail by the 
employes. 


Reeves said that the soft 


drink 
and 
candy 
machine 


revenues could go to the em- 
ployes if the machines were 
placed in the jail by the em- 
ployes, not as a function of the 
governmental body. He said 
that if the Sheriff's department 
as a function of office, placed 
the machines in the jail, then 
the money would go to the 
county. 


"It is for the convenience of 


the employes. It is a question if 
the employes or the county put 
them in," he said. 


FM 3358 controversy 
is 
pending

The controversy over the 


planned construction of FM 3358 
in precinct three continues with 
those citizens who want to see a 
road across Richland Creek 
gathering forces not only in 
precinct three, but starting a 
petition in precinct one which 
could also benefit from the 
sought after road. 


The controversy is over a 


loop, four miles long, which 
begins at FM 416, loops around 
the Midway community and 
ends back at FM 416. The op- 
position to this proposed road 
claims that the road will serve 
only five families and that 
building the road would be 
wasteful of taxpayers money. 


These citizens have been 


lobbying for a road to follow 
what is called "the bottoms 
road" which passes through 
Richland Creek and connects 
FM 416 and Highway 287. 


Proponents of the planned FM 


3358 dispute the oppositions 
claim that the road will benefit 
only a few. They say that the 
proposed road is a mail route, a 


school bus route and serves a 
church and a cemetery. They 
also point out that the road 
proposed to cross Richland 
creek will be under water if 
Tennessee Colony Lake is built. 


THE OPPOSITION 
to FM 


3358 
claim 
that 
the 
road 


designated FM 3358 is at this 
time a good gravel road. They 
say that it is a mail route ser- 
ving the few homes located on 
it, but it is a school bus route 
only for one senior student 
living one mile from FM 416. 


Opposition to FM 3358 first 


surfaced on May 7 at a Highway 
Department meeting held to 
discuss geographical problems 
which might arise in building 
FM 3358. The money for the 
road 
had 
already 
been 


designated by the state. 


A group 
from the Winkler 


area protested the road at this 
meeting. On May 10 a petition 
with 
84 
signatures 
was 


presented 
to 
commissioners 


protesting the building of FM 
3358 and calling for a road 
across Richland Creek. 


MRS. PRKSTON Bonner said 


that County Judge Rob Dunn 
told her May 10th that she would 
get better cooperation from the 
commissioners if the issue was 
not brought to the attention of 
the newspaper. 


On June 28 Commissioner 


Ellis 
Montgomery 
recom- 


mended in a Commissioners 
court meeting that plans for FM 
3358 be aborted and an alternate 
be designated. He mentioned 
the petition as the reason for his 
recommendation. 
The 
com- 


missioners court voted to ask 
the state to hold the money 
designated for FM 3358 until an 
alternate could be proposed. 


On July 12 proponants of FM 


.'1358 
came 
before 
com- 


missioners court with a petition 
containing 
338 
signatures 


requesting that FM 3358 be 
redesignated. 
The com- 


missioners voted to ask the 
Highway 
Department 
to 


redisignate the road. However, 
the Highway Department was 
never informed of the Com- 
missioners decision of June 28 
aborting FM 3358. 


MONTGOMERY said that the 


county 
commissioners 


secretary never got around to 
sending the notification to the 
Highway Department. He said 
that he was contacted by the 
proponents of the road who 
asked that the notification not 
be sent in until they were able to 
get up a petition in favor of the 
road. 


Opponents to FM 3358 say that 


they will not stop their efforts to 
get a road across Richland 
Creek. A petition has been 
started in Precinct 1 where part 
of the "bottom road" is located. 
C. F. DuBose estimated that 
approximately 200 people in 
precinct one have signed a 
petition calling for a road 
across Richland Creek. He said 
that 
the 
petition 
will 
be 


presented at the next Highway 
Department 
hearing 
con- 


cerning FM 3358. 


DuBose said that at least the 


bottoms road should be better 
maintained. He said that the 
road gets worse every year. 
"Even if we don't get a farm 
road, it should be graveled," he 
said. 


DuBose said that the bottom 


road was used by families and 


land owners from the Winkler 
and Eureka area and added that 
many h unters use the road. 


"IT IS PITIFUL. I would be 


ashamed to let it be known, the 
shape that it is in," he said. 


The bottom road runs through 


a slew on the precinct three side 
of a bridge across the creek. 
The center of the small wooden 
and steel bridge across the 
creek is the dividing line bet- 
ween precincts one and three. 


A portion of the road in 


Commissioner 
Clint 
Bell's 


precinct, 
precinct 
one, 
is 


gravel. 
Bell 
said 
that 
he 


graveled the road from High- 
way 287 to within a mile of the 
bridge to provide access to a 
cemetery. He said that he had 
been planning to gravel that 
portion of the road if he was 
elected commissioner. 


Bell said that he knew the 


road well because he traveled it 
to get to Richland to visit his 
wife's family. 


Bell said that the low spots in 
o road are mostly on the 


precinct three 
side of the 


bridge. He said that if the 


precinct three side of the road 
was going to be kept up and 
maintained then he would spend 
the money to help maintain his 
side of the road better. 


HE POINTED out, however, 


that precinct three would have 
to spend a lot more money than 
he would to keep up the road. 
"Mine is not a drop in the 
bucket compared to what Ellis 
will have to spend," he said. 


Bell pointed out that if the 


road is repaired, 
the first 


overflow will destroy what work 
had been done.

director of the new service; Dr. 
Stan Donald Abrams, a family 
practice physician; 
and Dr. 


Alton Lawton, thoracic surgeon. 


The 
announcement 
came 


Thursday night by A. G. Godley, 
Navarro 
County 
Memorial 


Hospital Board of Managers 


president, 
at 
the 
board's 


meeting held at the hospital. 


THE 
NEW 
service 
will 


alleviate 
the 
long waiting 


periods previously experienced 
by patients who came to the 
emergency room for treatment, 
according 
to Gene Barron, 


hospital administrator. 


Dale 
Johnson, 
assistant 


administrator, reported that the 
service was made 
possible 


through a contract with the 
Emergency 
Medical Con- 


sultants of Dallas at a cost of 
$18,000 a month. 


The physicians 
will treat 


traumatic cases including auto 
accident 
cases, 
stabbings, 


shooting, etc. 


"The doctors will also be 


working with members of the 
medical staff on patient case 
dispositions," Johnson said. 


Johnson explained that the 


doctors in determining what 
disposition they will make of 
another doctor's patient, will be 
under instruction from 
that 


doctor to do one of four things. 


HE WILL CALL the doctor if 


his 
patient 
comes 
in 
the 


emergency 
room; 
make 
a 


diagnosis and then call the 
doctor; 
diagnose, treat the 


patient, and 
then call 
the 


doctor; or treat the patient and 
not call the doctor. 


"If there is a waiting period 


for the patient, the wait will be 
for 
that 
patient's 
doctor," 


Johnson pointed out. 


"If the patient wants the 


doctor on duty in the emergency 
room to treat him, the doctor 
will," he noted. 


Arrangements have also been 


made for the emergency room 
doctors to treat office patients 
who are referred to them by the 
doctor during busy office hours. 


Dr. Shwarts, a native of 


Corsicana and graduate of 
Corsicana High School, returns 
to Corsicana from the El Centre 
Community 
Hospital 
in 
El 


Centro, Calif. 


He received his B. A. degree 


and M. A. degree in biology 
from Tulane University in New 
Orleans, La. and is a graduate 
of the Tulane Medical School. 


Dr. Shwarts did his internship 


at Good Samaritian Hospital in 
Phoenix, Ariz, and interned in 
San Diego, Calif.

Alvin Shwarts of Phoenix and 
the grandson of Louis Shwarts 
of Corsicana. 


DR. ABRAMS is a family

school trustees last week said. 


Trustees at that meeting were 


told that 
meal prices for 


students will not increase next 
year, but trustees approved a 
hike in the fee charged to adult 
visitors who eat at the school. 
Those meals will now cost $1 
each. 


The report broke figures 


down to show the number of 
students receiving reduced-cost 
lunches and no-cost lunches, 
subsidized 
by 
federal 


programs. 


Some 62 per cent of meals 


served last year by school 
cafeterias were served at no 
cost or reduced cost to the 
student. There were 281,852 free 
lunches served, another 15,415 
served at reduced cost,' and 
177,222 served at regular cost. 


The district received just over 


69 cents each for those free 
meals, and just over 59 cents 
each for the reduced cost lun- 
ches. The district receives 12.5 
cents 
reimbursement 
for 


regular cost meals. 


In total, the school cafeterias 


received 
$222,804 
in 
reim- 


bursements 
from state and 


federal sources. 


The increase in adult costs 


came upon recommendation of 
the Texas Education Agency, 
which noted that "The benefits 
of the National School Lunch 
program are for children only. 
The 
reimbursement 
and 


commodities 
received 
by 


schools are based upon the 
number of Type A lunches 
served to students. No reim- 
bursement or commodities are 
provided for lunches served to 
adults. 


"Therefore," 
the 
policy 


continues, "in order for the 
students' program not to be 
financially hampered by adult 
participation, adults are ex- 
pected to pay, as a minimum, 
the price paid by the student 
plus 
the 
rate 
of 
Federal 


reimbursement plus the value 
of 
USDA 
donated com- 


modities." 


Those charges amount to 


about 23-cents a meal. 


In addition to the subsidy 


payments, the lunch program 
last year received $53,730 in 
USDA commodities.

re-election and would support 
William Howard Taft. 
After 


Taft was elected, he left for a 
big game hunting expedition to 


Africa. Soon reports came in 
that Taft was not carrying out 
his policies. 


So in 1912 he announced that 


he would respond to the peoples' 
wishes and 
stand 
for 
the 


nomination. When he didn't get 
it, he revealed his true desires 
by organizing the Bull Moose 
branch of the Republican Party, 
split its votes, and swept the 
Democrat, Woodrow Wilson, 
into 
office 
as 
a minority 


president. 


Then in 1928 we had our most 


famous example. Early in his 
first full term, Calvin Coolidge 
announced "I do not choose to 
run." 
He had 
trained his 


followers to believe him; thus 
he was not renominated. Since 
then, it has become rather clear 
that he did want to run as a 
result of a draft or party 
demand. 


SO FAR in 1976 we have two 


good examples. I do not place 
Ted Kennedy in this category 


because I believe him when he 
said he was not a candidate. It 
seems to me that his candidacy 
would be the most foolish and 
dangerous in history, when you

; I T all of t;,e personal 


1 ! • • • i.'eiiiocralic example was 


Hubert Humphrey. He simply 
guessed wrong. He guessed that 
no other candidate could get the 
necessary 
votes 
to 
be 


nominated, and that the con- 
vention would then turn to him. 
He wanted the nomination very 
badly, and I agreed that he was 
playing it smart in the begin- 
ning. He played the reluctant 
candidate 
game 
too 
long, 


however; and it was a very sad 
picture on television when he 
made his final announcement 
shortly before the convention. 
He knew the game was lost. 


Right now it is Texas John 


Connally, who is playing the old 
game of reluctancy in con- 
nection 
with 
the 
vice- 


presidency. There is no doubt in 
my mind that he wants the 
nomination and has for a long 
time, ever since he reali/erl that 
he could not be nominated for 
the 
presidency. 
Why 
do 
I 


believe this? Because he has 
said it too many times, many 
more than necessary. Every 
denial was a reminder that he 
was 
alive 
and 
well 
and 


available. Just beg a little hit 
more. 


THEN HE learned the lesson 


from Humphrey, and so not long 
ago he announced that he was 
"reluctant 
but 
willing." 
It 


reminded me of the famous 
Dickens character who con- 
stantly said that "Barkis i; 
willing." Notice his two con 


ditions: 
"if 
convinced 
my 


presence on the ticket would 
contribute substantially to the 
party's success in the election, 
and if I ra?! make -\ substantial 
contribution af'i.!! f m election."
